Francis F. Crocker, manager of 
the: Palm Springs District of the 
California Electric Power Com- 
pany, conceived the. ‘idea of the 
tramway-many years ago and -has 
labored tirelessly :to:make it a:real- 


ity. He is ‘secretary of the Mt. San 
Jacinto Winter Park Authority, the 
public agency responsible for de- 
veloping the 51-square-mile recrea- 
tion area of which the tramway is 
the principal attraction. The Au- 
thority is headed by O. Earl Coff- 
man, manager and co-owner of the 
Desert Inn and member of a pio- 
neer family in the Palm Springs 
community. 


“The two-and-a-half-mile. length 
of the tramway lifts passengers 
from the desert floor to the moun- 
tain peak at an elevation ‘of 8,516 
feet in a matter of minutes,” Coff- 
man points out. “In hourly capac- 
ity, length and vertical rise,. this 
dwarfs any other single-lift aerial 
tramway in the world.”. 


(Just 42 miles to the south, at SP’s 
Mecca station, -is the lowest: point 
served by rail in the:-continental 
United States.

The 1906 earthquake ripped up 
tracks with the same ferocious ‘in- 
tensity it used to crumble buildings 
and split open the earth. 

Southern Pacific rushed relief 
supplies to San Francisco.over the 
commute route. People fleeing the 
city were transported by the thou- 
sands. 

One of ‘the ‘regular’ trains. for 
comuters ‘began to run-again about 
two weeks. after the disaster, 

A-year later, Roller was riding

with other commuters, Milton ‘Roller heads 
down the: ‘platform, ready for “another 
working day. 


trains over the new Bay shore route, 
and three years after that he rode 
in the first of the closed vestibule 
commute coaches. The first 96-pas- 
senger steel coaches came in 1923, 
took over completely by the 1930's. 

Roller watched the changes in 
depots along the line. One included 
the new station opened in Palo Alto 
on Jan. 25, 1941-42 years after he 
rode his first. commute ‘train. 

World War II brought. about dra- 
matic changes when the regular 
trains were recruited to transport 
troops. Roller recalls the strange 
mixture of commute trains he rode 
then, 

After the war, Roller was part of 
the commuter rush that set all- 
time highs for the SP. He watched 
post-war civilization close over the 
once-barren landscapes. 

About this.time, Roller and other 
long-time commuters were honored 
by the SP at a luncheon at the St. 
Francis ‘Hotel. Roller then was the 
second longest active Peninsula 
traveler, a few months behind Wal- 
ter S. Martin of Burlingame (since 
deceased). 

It seems. ‘incredible -but Roller, 
already ‘honored :at that -célebration 
“as a 40-year veteran, -still was far

- . Oh,” he grins, “I shave to 
admit I did come very close to it 
a few times. But I always woke up 
in time!” In those 64 years, Roller. 
has seen that one-time oddity—the 
automobile—-speed ‘by the train as 
the commuter’s No. 1 form of trans- 
portation. But he remains loyal to 
the train. 

“T’ve always enjoyed taking ‘the 
train to work,” he says. “Driving 
is such a chore. Why ‘should I

They Shop for 80,000 Items (cont.) 


In addition to its San Franciseo 
headquarters office, the P&S De- 
partment has branch purchasing 
offices in Portland, Los Angeles and 
Houston. Its main stores are lo- 
cated at Sacramento, Los Angeles 
and Houston. These three general 
stores supply 26 other smaller stores 
with items that cannot be obtained 
locally. They also supply the needs 
of departments at points where 
there are no store facilities.

The SP buyer and members of 
his group must know the sources 
and availability. of every piece of. 

If standard 
widths and lengths are to be pre- 
cut in SP shops to meet project 
requirements, time must be allowed 
for this work to be performed. 

Since deliveries ‘may be contin- 
ued over 'a period of-several weeks 


or months, the group must arrange’ 


to regulate the flow of materials for. 
the job, 

“We try to ‘keep just ‘ahead. of 
production lines,” Pete says. “And 


timetables.” 
In fitting all the ‘interlocking 


‘buyers ‘must rely :on supplier “co-
